EVENTS IN ALTGELD'S CAREER 


Progress of His Rise From a Poor Boy 
on a Farm to the Governorship 
of Illinois. 


Of.the thousands of careers of self-made 
men in this country none is more remark- 
able than that of John P. Altgeld. He had 
pretty much everything against him at 


y wou y On! 


the outset. He was a foreigner to begin 
with, and even in his later political life 
there always hung over him a cloud as 
to his legal citizenship. He was born in 
Prussia in 1847. His father, a very poor 
man, came with his family to America a 
few years later, and there is no record 
that the old man ever became a naturalized 
citizen. The question was raised when Alt- 
geld ran for governor of Illinois, and it 
never was satisfactorily settled 
Mr. Alitgeld’s father settled 
hear Mansfield, Richmond County, Ohie, 
and there his son began his career with 
the hardest kind of work as a farm laborer. 
But the intense ambition which brought 
him success in the end was burning within 
him even in those early days. He set his 
mind on getting an education to begin 
with. He alternated his farm drudgery 
with occasional dips into the publie schools 
of Mansfield and Lexington Ohio When

[the war came on he was carried away with 


the enthustasm which was nowhere greater 
in the North than in Ohio. In 1868. when 
he was not quite sixteen vears old. he en- 
listed in Company C of the One Hundred 
and Sixty-fourth Ohio regiment. He saw 
hard service in the later Virginia cam- 
paigns. It further strenghtened the nat- 
urally resolute, compact fiber of his char- 
acter. When he was mustered out he re- 
turned to his father's farm and resumed 
his life there agiq laborer. But he was in 
s'%endid training*-for the race for better 
Moge which he bad fixed his mind on wit- 


He continued sfudyine, and soof® passed 
examinations forya school ‘teachar. His 
teaching. however, did not last long. There 
happened a little love episode’ m his life:

The story of his trip across Ohlo. In- 
Giana and Illinois to the Mississippi river, 
opposite St. Louis, is a pitiful recor! ef 
poing afoot, going hungry and finally .ana- 
ng at the rivers brink with 15 cents in 
his pocket. With this he paid his own and 
a fellow-wanderer's fare across to St. 
Louis. 

He was then 21 years old. He got work, 
but between tim and the law books, which 
it was his ambition to read, there lay a vast 
abyss; yet he crossed it and read tiie 
books from time to time. From St. Lo iis 
he went to Sayannah, Mo., and studied law 
there. After his admission to the bar he 
ran for prosecuting attorney of Andcew 
County and was defeated. .In 1874 he ran 
for the same office and was elected A 
vearl ater he resigned, sold out his law 1)- 
brary and went to Chicago. 

From this time on Altgeld’s career was 
a career of success. He made money peac- 
ticing law, and bought a 60-foot lot in Freda 
erick street, near his late residence, fof 4%5 
a foot. He sold it and made a good prvit. 
That began’ his real-estate speculations 
which _resuited in a fortune variously e«t.- 
mated at from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000. His 
met ring transaction was the purchase 
of @ acres of land in Lake View. It was a 
ease @ither of absolute ruin or colossal 
success and, by sheer hard work, Al‘geld 
made it a success. He next bought £259,00) 
worth of property at Market and Van 
Buren streets and erected buildings there 
om. He owned, among other large bu:ld- 
ings’ the Unity building, one of the finest 
in Chicago. 

Subsequently he invested in street railway 
companies and organized the Star Horse 
Railway Co,.of Chicago. He also bought 
out the street railway system of Newark, 
O., "transforming it from a losing to a pay- 
ing concern. 

During all the time he was piling up his 
fortune he was dabbling in politics. In 1886 
he was nominated a judge of the superior 
couri He won, with the entire press of 
Chicago against him, by dint of his po- 
litical skill and his adroit manipulation of 
the labor vote. In 1891 he resigned the 
judgeship and in 1892 was nominated for 
governor of Illinols. He carried into this 
canvass the same tactics he had used in 
1886, and won the election. He was the 
first wevern 
since 1856. 


Pardoning of the 
Anarchists. 

The pardoning of the anarchists convicted 
of the Haymarket massacre In Chicago was 
a turning point in Altgeld’s career. A 
how! of execration went up all over the 
country at this, and Altgeld lost much of 
his prestige. 

In the paet few years Altgeld lost a great 
Genl of the power he formerly wielded {in

He returned to his old home, but 
farm life held out to him no prospects. He 
was ambitious to t out into the world and 
see what he could make of it. About this 
time—when restless youth was being crowd- 
ed by budding manhood—he was attracted 
by an alluring advertisement for men to

road He went down tq the Southwest 
and worked several! 
where he was stricken with a fever pe- 
cullar to the country. The small savings 
he had accumulated were swept away, and 
yet he was not entirely well. The doctor 
advised him to seek another climate if he 
Wished to live. Altgeld started to walk to 
lowa. In Kansas, en route, he was again 
taken ill. When sufficiently recovered to 
resume his journey he pushed on toward his 
destination and airivedl at Savannah. little 
more than alive and clinging desperately to 
the trembling fringes of existence. 


Mr. Williams’ influence, secured a perma- 
nent position as farm laborer with Alex- 
ander Bedford. The marked ambition and 
industry of the boy aroused Mr. Bedford's 
Interest, and that winter Altgeld was in- 
duced to try for a school teaeher's certifi- 
cate. He did secure a third-grade certifi- 
cate, and began teaching in Rea township 
in a little log schoolhouse that still stands. 
Meantime he devoted himself assiduously 
to study, and the next season ciimbed up a 
rung in the ladder and became the happy 
possessor of a second-grade teacher's cer- 
tificate. He did not stop there, but began 
reading law, borrowing Sooke for the pur- 
pese from the office of Congressman David 
Rea. During -vacation young Altgeld 
worked industriously on farms and at odd 
obs. Eventually he was admitted to the 
ar. Then he gave up the school and be- 
gan practicing law in Savannah; that is, he 
opened a law office, but clients were few. 
During this period the comin governor 
occupied a room with Peter Christianson, 
still a respected citizen of the town, in 4 
rickety building on the north side of the 
Square. They had a small box stove that 
miserably failed to warm the barrack. One 
day Altgeld went out on a foraging tour 
and came back with another wood stove of 
the same make, which he had dug from a 
scrap pile. Both stoves were kept running 
night and day. “Often,”’ Christianson said, 
“Tl would awake to see my energetic room- 
mate firing chunks of wood into the stove. 
He would sit up and watch them half the 
night.” ; 

In 1872 Altgeld was appointed city attor- 
ney at Savannah. He exerted himself to 
make a living out of the office, and wou 
probably have succeeded were it not for the 
vigorous measures employed by his patron 
and friend, Rea, who was at that time may- 
or. ‘Wild Bill’ Lewis, the countryside ter- 
ror, for whom the young city attorney had 
been laying many weeks, came to town and 
got on one of his periodical sprees. Instead 
of permitting the fellow to be arrested, 
Mayor Rea went in search of him and ve 
him a sound pummeling, driving him from 


town and precluding the possibility of the 


young attoiney obtaining a fee. 

Having acquired more aonfidence, Alt- 
geld tried for the nomination for prosecut- 
ing attorney in 1872, but was defeated by 
Charlies Booher of the firm of Booher & 
Willams. Two years later, however, he was 


elected to that office by the Democrats and |

SHOWS THREE DISTINCT TRIBES. 


ARRANGED BY PROF. HOLMES 


Eskimos, Tuelches and Mojave Indians 


Are the Subjects of an Ethno- 
logical Triumph. 


Speciai to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Prof. W. H. 
Holmes has just completed and installed 
within the National Miseum at Washing- 
ton, three magnificent ethnological groups 
portraying, in realistic manner, the life of 
three distinct tribes of aborigines—the Es- 
kimos, of Cape York, Greenland; the gigan- 
tic Tuelches, of Tierra del Fuego, South 
America; and the Mojave Indians, of the 
mouth of the Colorado river in Arizona. 


The figures are life size. They are mod- 
eled by Prof. Holmes from measurements, 
ppatcareegna and descriptions gathered by 
Robert E. Peary, Mr. Hatcher and Prof. 
McGee in the regions inhabited by the 
tribes represented. The Eskimo group is 
the finest work of the kind ever attempted. 

The floor of this case is made in imita- 
tion of a snow and ice-covered lake front 
with a portion of the frozen lake imitat 
in glass. Beginning at the left of the case 
is an Eskimo sledge, to which four Eskimo 
dogs are hitched. 

he skins of these dogs were received 
from Peary, and were stuffed and mounted 
in the case by the museum taxidermist, 
who has shown taste and skill in arrang- 
ing the animals in natural and life-like at- 
titudes. One of the dogs is asleep, another 
has his nose on: the ground, as t 
scenting something, while the others, with 
ears erect, are intently watching the land- 
ing of a seal by an Eekimo on the extreme 
right. Standing by the sledge is a young 
Eskimo driver, holding in his right hand 
one of the long whips used in driving dog 
teams. The next figure is a man of ad- 
vanced years carrying a harpoon; then 
comes a@ woman with an Infant strapped to 
her back, boy about ten years of age, and 
& young man who has just harpooned a 
chee en the ice and is dragging it to 

The clothing, weapons and utensils rn 
and in the an of the figures of thie 
group were collected in Greenland by 
Peary, so that everything is true to the 
life represented. Every figure in the group 
except the young man who has caught the 
seal is laughing. Prof. Holmes has mod- 
eled the figures to represent a up con- 
vulsed with laughter over a mlshas that 
has befallen the one with the seal. 

The group of Tuelches is scientifically 
more interesting than the one just 
scribed. The Tuelches, inhabiting the 
southern extremity of Patagonia, Tierra del 
Fuego, and the country around Cape Horn, 
are the tallest people in the world, the 
average height of the men being seven 
feet. The material for the group was col- 
lected under Prof. Holmes’ directions by

BREMERTON, Wash., March 12.—The re- 
pairs on the famous battleship Oregon, 
which has been in drydock at the Puget 
Sound naval station since last October, 
have been completed and the ship is ready 
for duty again. The task of repairing the 
Oregon was one of the most expensive and 
difficult ever attempted by the government. 
It required the removal! of over 6000 square 
feet of broken and twisted plates from the 
bottom of the vessel, besides three reaches, 
or 120 feet, of the vessel's keel and por- 
tions of four of her forward. bulkheads 
from the keel upwards as far as the water 
level. These repairs, in addition to 
some alterations made necessary, cost $1,- 
000,000 or more. 

For some time 600 men were employed on 
the Oregon alone, but last month the num- 
ber was increased to 1200. The work of 
tearing the vessel to pieces was finished 
early = January. A great many of the 
twisted frames and plates were so badly 
damaged that it was impossible to sha 
them with the appliances available at the 
navy yard. They had to be replaced en- 


tirely with new ones.

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GERMAN CROWDS CHEERED 


Notwithstanding the Nation Was in 
Grief the Great ‘American 
Was Enthusiastically 
Welcomed. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The welcome 
given by Germany to Gen. Grant in 1878 
was no less cordial than that which Amer- 
ica now gives to Prince Henry of Prussia. 

Illuminations, festivities and banquets at- 
tended upon the visit of our ex-President 
from the moment of his arrival until hie 
departure for Norway and Sweden. 

The crowds of cheering Germans that 
greeted him in the larger cities were so 
great as to make it impossible for him to 
walk about on foot, as was his usual cus- 
tom. 

A few days before Gen. Grant arrived at 
Berlin, on his memorable three years’ jour- 
ney around the world, an anarchist had 
shot the aged Emperor of Germany. The 
wound was sufficient to confine the Emperor 
to his room during Gen. Grant's visit, and 
the honors of the occasion were done by 
the crown ‘prince. Naturally, the court and 
empire were in a state of suspense and anx- 
lety because of the attempted assassina- 
tion, and the ovation given to the general 
was not as great as it would have been 
a few weeks earlier. 

But, in spite of the national grief at the 
assassin’s crime, Gen. Grant was every- 
where welcomed with lavish hospitality. 

The crown prince ordered a grand review 
of the imperial troops in honor of his Amer- 
ican visitor. The review was held on the 
Tempelhof, a large field outside of Ber- 
lin. 

The review began with a sham battle of 
infantry, charging, firing, retreating and 
re-forming again. Then came artillery prac- 
tice, the gunners firing at an imaginary 
foe, then rushing forward to capture a more 
advanced position. 

After the artillery came the cavalry, the 
pride of Prussia, sweeping past with re- 
peated charges and swift maneuvers. And 
the whole wound up with a march, Gen. 
Grant standing with uncovered head as reg- 
iment after regiment tramped past him. 
As soon as the emperor was declared out 
of danger by his physicians, Gen. Grant was 
tendered a grand banquet by Prince Bis- 
marck at the royal palace. 

The dinner was attended by none execpt 
Gen. and Mrs. Grant, Bayard Taylor, at 
that time minister to Germany; Prince Bis- 
marck, and the members of the royal fam- 
ily. 

Besides this official dinner, Gen. Grant 
received an invitation to spend an after- 
noon with Prince Bismarck at the private 
house of the prince. There the two “men 
of iron’ smoked and chatted for several 
hours together. 

They talked about their mutual friend, 
Sheridan, about slavery, about anarchists 
and about the boundless prospects of the 
American republic. 

While in Berlin the general made his 
headquarters at the Katiserhof, the first ho- 
tel of the city. Invitations and presents 


appearance on the streets was invariably a 
signal for a deep-throated German cheer. 

The military bands plaved ‘‘Hail Colum- 
bia.”” The stars and stripes floated from 
the flagpoles. The public buildinge were 
hung with striped bunting, and signs of 
welcome in both languages greeted the gen- 
eral in every city. 

At Hamburg, Germany’s greatest seaport, 
a special steamship was placed at the gen- 
eral’s disposal. The ships flew the Ameri- 
can flag, and every stfeet and dock was 
gay with bunting. 

A public dinner was tendered to the fam- 
oue American by the burgomaster. 

The same welcome was repeated at Frank. 
fort. The large Palmer Garden was 
crowded with Grant’s admirers, and the en- 
tire city was illuminated and festooned 
with decorations. 

The ex-President’s democratic ways, his 
habit of conversing with the burghers, en- 
deared him to the hearts of the German 
people. One of the surgomasters forcibly 
expressed the general opinion by saying, 
“That American President is a thorough 
German.” 


ILLINOIS STILL HAS A LAW.

SURGEONS OPERATED 


RELIEVED PRESSURE OF SEULL 
ON BOY’S BRAIN. 


IT MADE HIM INCORRIGIBLE 


Operation Was Decided Upon When 
Other Methods of Thwarting 
Criminal Career Failed. 


Special to the Past-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 12.—An extraord- 
inary operation has just been performed on 
Roy Ellis, a boy 9. years of age, who for 
the last year has been a perpetual menace 
to the police department of Indianapolis. 
The boy is now resting comfortably at the 
Union State Hospital, with chances for 
Speedy recovery strongly in his favor. 

The operation was not a case of life and 
death with young Ellis. On the contrary, 
it was an operation performed in the in- 
terest of the boy’s future and his career. 
Even at the age of 9 years he had devel- 
oped strong criminal tendencies, and 
seemed well on the path toward a life of 
crime. Reformation was altogether out orf 
the question. Therefore, it was resolved 
that science should have a chance to dem- 
onstrate its ability to save the lad. 

The surgeons operated on Ellis, removing 
e. bit of bone from the lad's skull as large 
as a quarter, and another bit as large as 
a dime. Both were connected by a link 
the smallest underlyi sf the larger and 
pressing on the brain. It was this pressure 
that developed the criminal mania that has 
niade the young boy dreaded by the police 
and his parents. 

The lad was brought to the hospital with 
a long police record behind him. He suf- 
fered from periods of abnormal mentality, 
but to a blow received on the head when 
only 4 years of age. Shortly after his re- 
covery from the blow, he was seized with 
nervous headaches, which in time, passed 
away, leaving him a victim of the criminal 
insanity, to remove which the operation 


was performed. 

Roy came out of the operation well, and 
since that time has not been up to any of 
his old tricks. He is now bright. alert, 
good-natured and the personification of 
politeness.

Getting Grass Started. 


You will find that lawn grass, seed is 
quite small. It will not start in very dry 
weather, but may even die out during a 
hot spell, so you must not wait till it gets 
hot. But it will stand much moisture and 
a good deal of cold. If you sow it in 
gamp, cool weather you can hardly fail, if 
the seed :s good. About 30 pounds of grass 
seed will sow an acre, so you can easily 
calculate about how much you will need. 
If th® weather should become dry it. will 
be well to roll or tread in your seed after 
sowing. Peter Henderson, the veteran 
seedsman, used to advise treading in all 
small seeds. This is called ‘“‘firming.”” It 
brings them in close contact with the soil 
and prevents drying out. A garden roller 
will save you the trouble. 


Sodding. 


In covering a spot intended for a lawn 
with sod, be especially careful to get it 
level and to have your sods cut with the 
same amount of earth and roots below. aa 
a lumpy, uneven sod lawn can never be 
remedied. Place each sod as close to the 
rest as it will lie, and press them down 
well, filling in the cracks with fine earth.

TENSE HEAT, BURNS WAY.

Bankers Are Alarmed at Invention 
Which Makes Their Costly Vaults 
Useless Against the At- 
tacks of Thieves. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 12.—Jullus E. Haschke, 
a Chicago electrician, in discovering a way 
to apply electricity to fron and steel so as 
to cut or burn the metal as a warm knife 
blade does a hard chunk of butter, has 
brought to bankers and other guardians of 
public treasure a feeling of insecurity. 

Mr. Haschke did not invent his carbon 
point—-the name given the meta) cutting de+ 
vice-—-for the purpose of opening bank safes, 
nor does he wish, so he says, to aid or abet 
in any way the dark lantern fraternity; yet 
he is able to cult into two pieces the thick- 
est iron bar or steel plate. 

It makes no difference to Mr. Haschke 
whether he is called upon to cut In two a 
big boiler plate in a St. Louis brewery or 
sever asunder great steel ribs in the Rook- 
ery building, Chicago—he goes about his 
labor with full confidence that he can carry 
out his part of the contract. Mr. Haschke‘s 
experience in Milwaukee a few days ago is 
being reported far and near as an example 
of what his carbon point will do. A big 
boller foundation was to be removed from 
thea basement ef a building. It was almost 
impossibie to get the great mass of metal 


out as it lay and then it was equally pre- 
posterous to think of cutting the plate in 
two. 

Mr. Haschke's simple invention was men- 
tioned to the interested persons and he was 
invited to go to the Cream a Mr. Hasch- 
ke ensconced himself in a little steel house, 
placed two pairs of blue spectacles to his 
eyes and after connecting his carbon point 
he touched the steel plate. Persons standing 
far back in the basement saw a lurid flame 
shoo: up; it was a white light and produced 
extreme heat. The light well-nigh blinded 
the spectators, but the operator was well 
protected and did the work. 

At the rate of a foot in five minutes and 
cutting or burning away a wide space in 
the plate, the carbon point with its terrible 
power worked along. Mr. Haschke had no 
trouble whatever in handling the work, and 
those who watched him left the place. al- 
though blinded by the light, aware of the 
value of the discovery of the Chicagoan. 

“My apparatus is simple and can be oper- 
ated with a current of only §& volts,”’ said 
Mr. Haschke. “Such a voltage of eloctricity 
can be obtained by tapping the wires of al- 
most any large bullding. The modern build- 
ing is alive with electric wires and a 
shrewd operator could easily find a service 
main and gather from it all the power need- 
ed -to use his carbon point. But I have 
avoided the necessity of tapping wires by 
inventing a little storage battery, which I 
use when my work fs required in this ca- 
pacity. This battery has 28 cells and I 
am unable to get just as satisfactory re- 
sults as with a direct or alternating cur- 
rent."’ 

The Haschke apparatus ts simple. A car- 
bon of electrode is attached to a wood han- 
dle by means of a metal clamp: to this 
clamp a wire is fastened. the other being 
connected with the object to be operated 
upon. a safe, the second wire is 
attached to a hinge or lock, as the fancy 
of the operator dictates. The eyes and face 
of the workman are protected against the 
glare and the heat by a box of aluminum 
or sheet iron. The carbon point is thrust 
through a hole in one aide of this box. 
The box used by Mr. Haschke is small, 
and ita Inner sides are lined with asbestos 
PDrill-proof Besemer or crome sieel are cut 
as easily as the softer metals with this re- 
markable invention.

The last three hours of the discussion 
were marked by intense anger, but at last | 
Speaker Henderson, representing the ways 
and means committee and the administra- 
tion policy to give Cuba percentage re- 
duction in the Dingley tariff on sugar, 
moved to adjourn until next Tuesday. 

Representative Littlefield of Maine, one | 
of the beet sugar leaders, moved to strike | 
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out the words ‘‘next Tuesday."’ This was 


defeated, 61 to 79. The motion to adjourn 
until next Tuesday was then carried, 72 
to 59. 


The conference followed a day of the 


hardest sort of work by the supporters of 
the administration. Every force available 
was brought to bear on the beet sugar men. 
Speaker Henderson went to men person- 
ally and told them they could secure no 
legislation for their districts if they did 
not support the reduction plan. 

Senator Hanna and a dozen other Repub- 
lican senators spent the entire afternoon 
in the House, some of the time on the floor 
working on the beet sugar men. Quay 
sent a telegram to every member of the 
Pennsylvania delegation urging them al! 
to support the administration. 

The conference that followed was stormy. 
It was marked by many bitter speeches on 
both sides. The beet sugar men were par- 
ticularly severe in their attacks on the 
administration.

“It's enough to take the heart out of a 
man and make him scorn the world. But 
then, there is one ray of hope. If it was 
not for that I should be tempted to leave 
this rude world. 

“Perhaps Mrs. Astor, when she uses the 
word gentleman, does not have the same 
meaning in view that we other rude people 
have. 

What Mrs. Astor 
Probably Means. 

“She probably means @ leader of cotil- 
lions, a spic-and-span dandy who knows 
enough to observe the ordinary rules of 
liteness when he is on parade, and who has 
a valet at home to tell him what clothes 
are proper to wear. 

“No, no, I cannot believe that she could 
be so cruel and cold blooded as tto rob me 
of the only hope that is left me that that 
I am a gentleman. She must have meant
